ſter of the Latin and Greek Languages, and was 


ſoon diſtinguiſhed for a happy Imitation of the Ex- 
cellencies, which he diſcovered i in the beſt Claſſical 
Authors.

WIr this Foundation of good Learning, and 
very early Promiſes of a farther Improvement in 


all uſeful Studies, he was removed to Chriſt- Church 


in Oxford. From his firſt Entrance into that U- 


niverſity, he was very much eſteemed for the Sim- 
plicity of his Manners, the Agreeableneſs of his 
Converſation, and the uncommon Delicacy of his 
Genius. All his Univerſity Exerciſes were received 


with Applauſe; and in that Place, ſo famous for 


good Senſe, and a true Spirit, he, in a ſhort time, 
: grew to be ſuperiour to moſt of his Contempora- 
' ries; where, to have har en Bun only, had 
been 
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been a ſufficient Praiſe, There it was, that fol- 
lowing the natural Bent of his Genius, beſide 
other valuable Authors, he became acquainted with 

Mr. Milton, whom he ſtudied with Application, 
and traced him in all his ſucceſsful Tranſlations - 
trom the Ancients.

Thus he 
continued to the laſt, not owing his Vertues to the 
Hlappineſs of his Conſtitution, but the Frame oß his 
1 : Mind; inſomuch that ae, a long and lingering 
F Sickneſs, which is apt to ruffle the ſmootheſt Tem- 
per, he never betrayed any Diſcontent or Uneaſi= - - 
neſs, the Integrity of his Heart ſtill preſerving 
the Cheerfulneſs of his Spirits. And if Hts Friends 
= had meaſured their ee of his Life only by his 
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Unconcernedneis in his Sickneſs, they could not 
but conclude, that either his Date would be much 


longer, or that he was at all Times prepared for

He had long been troubled with a lingering Con- 
ſumption, attended with an .4fthma ; and the Sum- 
mer before he died, by the Advice of his Phyſici-
